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FOREWORD 

Charles  Markus,  President  of  the  American  Numismatic  Asso- 
ciation from  1927  to  1930,  passed  away  at  the  annual  convention  at 
Minneapolis  August  24,  at  the  age  of  79.  He  was  one  of  America’s 
most  enthusiastic  and  best  loved  numismatists.  He  was  a life  mem- 
ber, and  had  attended  all  annual  conventions  of  the  American  Num- 
ismatic Association  since  1916,  the  world’s  best  attendance  record. 
In  1920  he  was  elected  a member  of  the  board  of  governors,  and 
chairman  of  the  board  in  1926.  For  the  past  25  years,  he  has  been 
retired  from  active  business,  living  in  his  fine  home  in  Davenport, 
Iowa,  which  he  modestly  referred  to  as  “The  Shanty.’’  His  was  an 
interesting  estate  to  visit.  From  the  basement  of  his  home  to  the 
attic,  were  collections  of  coins,  paper  money,  firearms,  pictures,  and 
other  things  to  attract  the  attention  of  visitors.  No  place  was  ever 
kept  more  cleanly  or  neat.  Even  the  garage  was  extensively  dec-

orated  with  collections.  There  stood  the  1915  Chandler,  and  though 
over  20  years  old,  in  perfect  condition,  good  as  new,  and  bearing 
Iowa  state  license  No.  1 each  year.  The  following  of  a number  of 
such  hobbies  is  just  what  kept  Charlie  Markus  young,  and  allowed 
him  so  many  years  in  this  world.  Collectors  were  always  much 
interested  in  looking  at  his  six  $50  gold  pieces  he  exhibited  at  the 
conventions,  and  which  are  offered  for  sale  here  without  reserve, 
together  with  the  balance  of  the  collection,  all  consigned  to  us  by  his 
widow,  Mrs.  Pauline  Markus.  There  are  over  1,400  pieces  of  U.S. 
fractional  currency,  and  many  old  large  size  notes  that  are  so  fast 
becoming  rare.  Nearly  all  the  commemorative  half-dollars  are  of- 
fered, as  well  as  a general  collection  of  coins  in  nearly  all  series. 
Mrs.  Markus  and  I sincerely  trust  that  those  collectors  who  acquire 
specimens  from  this  sale,  may  enjoy  as  much  happiness  and  pleasure 
from  their  ownership  as  did  Charlie  Markus.

The  coins  in  the  sale  are  the  property  of  my 
clients,  and  I must  make  prompt  settlement  for  them. 

Remit  by  money  order,  draft,  check,  or  in  any  way  most  conve- 
nient. Stamps  accepted  for  accounts  that  are  below  one  dollar  only. 

Coins  will  be  bought  below  your  bids  where  other  offers  permit, 
as  this  is  competitive  bidding,  executed  in  good  faith. 

The  usual  charge  of  5%  will  be  made  for  executing  your  bids, 
and  for  packing  and  sending  out  material.  No  charge  made  on  any- 
thing not  actually  purchased.  This  fee  is  very  low  for  the  superior 
service  I expect  to  give  you.
